according to Armstrong. 

The college now owns eight of the houses west 
of Pacific and five are presently in escrow. East of 
Pacific, the college owns three houses and has one 
in escrow. 

Students may presently use the free parking 
available behind Ralph’s market at Honer Plaza 
and in back of the State Farm building.

More Chicanos should consider the law as a 
profession, said attorney Mike Silvas, who spoke at 
MECHA’s meeting last Friday. 

Today’s meeting will feature Raul Bricenv 
member of the Student Relations Office for Bank 
of America on Tustin Avenue, Orange, who will 
speak about opportunities in his field. The 
MECHA club holds its meetings every Friday at 1 
p.m. above the bookstore in the Faculty Lounge. 

According to Silvas, ‘‘doors open” to a person 
educated in law. For instance, some lawyers go on 
to become instructors, private practitioners, a 
Partner in a law firm or a corporate lawyer. 

“| personally would like to see more Chicanos 
get into private practice to help the community,” 
he said. 

Some fifteen years ago, Silvas atended SAC but 
lagged in his studies. Dissatisfied with school, he 
left college to enter the military but later returned 
to SAC, where he was placed on probation because 
of his previous low grade point average. 

But improvement soon followed and he 
ventured on to the California State College at 
Long Beach where he studied law. Simultaneously, 


he worked as a policeman for the Santa Ana Police 
Department. ’ 

Within that 11 year process, Silvas advanced to 
an assistant in the district attorney's office of 
Santa Ana. 

Today, as a private practitioner in Santa Ana, 
he is also president of the Orange County 
Mexican-American Lawyers Club. 

Recently, the club has provided interpreters for 
Spanish-speaking persons who must go before the 
court but do not know English. Before, such 
individuals would often revert to a bilingual friend 
or neighbor who, though well-meaning, was not 
familiar with law terminology, Silvas pointed out. 

To be a lawyer, ‘‘you have to have a knack or a 
desire to mingle with the public,’’ he noted. “‘l 
would really like to see more Chicanas get into 
law.” 

He said that of the three Mexican-American 
lawyers in Orange County, only one is a woman. 

In his words, ‘We (Chicanos) should be doing 
some grooming.” He stressed that the community 
needs more Chicanos in law ‘‘so that we can have 
adequate Chicano representation.” 


The team members have not yet held a squad practice, although 
each member has been privately training. 

Ralph Wright, chili-eater, explained, “| ate 12 bowls of chili last 
Thursday.’ He predicted he would eat eight bowls of the hot stuff 
in the finals.

Last Fridey,4 six assemblymen 
and two. senator aides, who 
represent SAC’s district in the 
state legislature, met here in 
order to discuss the problems 
presented to community colleges 
because. of Gov. Brown's 
proposal to cut back school 
funds. 

“We think the governor has 
been a little unfair in 
condemning everybody.” said 
Stew Case, director of 
Community Services, who 


believes that SAC has no 
unnecessary courses in Adult 
Education. 


Also discussed during the 
luncheon were the results of 
adding Garden Grove to the 
district. According to Case, 
Brown will finance only five 
percent of the 16 percent 
growth. This will. cause the tax: 
rate to go up by approximately 
three and a half percent. 

Case summed up _ the 
situation in this way, “As long as 
you're asking for money, you 
lay yourself at the altar.and take 


what you Can get.” 

In addition to the above, the 
members talked about 
Assemblyman Paul Carpenter’s 
approved bill which calls for a 
pro-rated health fee. This means 
that possibly the student health 
fee will be requiated & according to 
the number of units a student 
carries. An example figure is 
about 70 cents per unit. The 
decision most likely will go into 
effect by next semester. 

“If it (the bill) has problems, 
we'll ask for an amendment.” 
Case stated.

Current G.I. Bill participants set record; 
SAC enrolls over 4,000 vets in programs

A national record of three million people 
should be enrolled under the GI Bill during this 
fiscal year, according to John G. Miller, director of 
the Veterans Administration’s Los Angeles 
Regional Office. 

The 1975 total of 2,691,566 persons showed a 
14 percent increase over 1974. 

SAC’s Veterans Affairs Officer Robert Ash said 
that the unofficial total of veterans on this campus 
is 4,300. He said that many late applications are 
still being sorted. 

The current GI Bill went into its tenth year on 
June 1. Miller stated that participation rates are 
higher than either of two previous acts. He said 
about 60 percent of the eligible Vietnam era 
veterans have already used their benefits. 

He explained that the number of those 
participating was 43.4 percent during the 13 years 
of the Korean Conflict Bill and 50.5 percent under 
the 12-year World War II Bill. 

Out of the 1975 figure, almost two million 
served during the Vietnam era. He went on to say

that two out of three were at the college level. 
A total of 890,000 people of the 1975 total 


entered training for the first time. This is almost 
100,000 more than 1974. Miller said 67 percent of 


‘the new trainees started at college level, without 


the use of correspondence courses. 

He says the VA thinks the huge participation is 
due to increased educational assistance allowances 
brought forth under the Vietnam Era 
Readjustment Act of 1974. 

Ash remarked, “Another reason is the outreach 
programs at the colleges.” Pamphlets including a 
postage-paid information-sheet are distributed in 
shopping centers, businesses and “‘places you'd 
never think of.” 

“We get about 10 a week coming in,” he said. 
The office makes sure to contact these people and 


_explain their benefits’ to them,” he éontinued. 


Miller, the VA’s regional director, said that a 
special outreach effort is being conducted to urge 
94,000 qualified women veterans to use their 
benefits. “Only 46 percent of the 174,000 eligible 
women have trained under the current Gl Bill,’’ he 
said.

explaining that it is beneficial for 
weight reduction and exercise. 
He adds that many shy people 
have a chance of losing their 
inhibitions through the contact 
with people of similar interests. 

What’s another reason for 
taking tap dancing lessons? 
Timmons says, “Many older 
people come in saying, ‘I’ve 
always wanted to tap dance and 
now I’m going to try it.”’ 

He says about 50 percent of 
his students are over 40, with 
the eldest being 63 and the 
youngest a mere three. ‘‘Age 
doesn’t have any bearing on 
their ability,’’ he noted. 

Since Timmons opened his 
first dance studio at the age of 
14, he has had an occasional 
problem getting men_ to 
participate. ‘“‘Many want to, but 
don’t have the guts,’ he 
explained. 


Timmons, who has turned 
out over 150 _ professional 
dancers, says that once students 
get involved with dancing, “‘it 
becomes a great part of their 
life.”’ 

He advises beginners to shop 
around before deciding on a 
specific dance studio. “‘Know 
the teacher’s background,’’ he 
emphasized. He feels that a class 
with more than 12 people 
should be avoided and says the 
lessons should be progressivé.

s Lisztomania 
grosses out audience

Ken Russell’s Lisztomania hits upon a multitude of ideas, making 
little attempt to tell a story or sustain a mood. 

With Roger Daltrey starring and Rick Wakeman providing the 
score, the music should be powerful and entertaining. Except for the 
final song, Daltrey sings as if he were transmuted into a male Olivia 
Newton-John. 

Wakeman’s score is equally soft, it is recordedinstereo, not quad. 
Chopsticks becomes a work of art, played before a crowd of 
screaming look-alike groupies. 

Wakeman appears for about five minutes, being brought to life as 
a grey-faced Thor. He rises, belches loudly, and lumbers away. Will 
he find the keyboards and bring the movie to life? No, guess again. 
Thor stops at the fireplace, undoes his pants, and doses the flames. 

Liszt’s story is interwoven with the life of Richard Wagner, and 
the two composers try to outdo each other in every way. Wagner 
later becomes a vampire and doesn’t brush his teeth again until he 
becomes Hitler. This movie has every thing but a toothpaste 
commercial. 

Russell manages to touch on a wide variety of topics. Vampirism, 
exorcism, homosexuality and Nazism are a few, but they are all 
tangents and in no way interfere with the story. Nor do they create 
one. 

Ringo Starr sparkles as he warns Liszt of the immorality of his 
coming marriage. He then changes from his monk’s robe and 
silver-studded eyepatch to become the Pope, robed religiously in 
white . . . and cowboy boots. 

There are enough breast shots to give the movie an R rating, 
phallic symbolism never stops. The comedy is where you put HE; 
every scene is styled for another type of humor. Lisztomania is 
professionally done throughout, although not consistent. The ads are 
right, you won't understand it.

Now the actors must be 
clothed, so next, a look at the 
costume department. Here 
washers and pennies are 
transformed into gold when put 
into exetic silk purses and 
leather pouches. Costume 
designer Grace Medaille had to 
delve into ten books for ideas 
and then let her imagination run 
wild to come up with designs for 
the clothing.

A recent judge’s ruling struck 
down the age-old law requiring 
transfer students to complete 12 


units of college instruction 
before becoming eligible for 
sports. 


The traditional law prevented 
athletes from shopping around 
in community college athletics 
and prevented raiding (recruiting 
players from other schools) by 
coaches. 

Cross country and_ track 
coach Howard Brubaker likes 
the new ruling because he had 
some athletes interested in SAC, 
but they decided otherwise 
because of the old law. 

Brubaker went one step 
further than the current law and 
stated, “I don’t think there 
should be any academic 
eligibility! An individual who 
wants to play in the band 
doesn’t have any academic 
requirements, why shouldn’t an 
athlete who wants to run track 
be able to come here and run 
without any academic 
obligation? ” 

Baseball mentor Jim Reach 
agreed with the recent ruling. 
“The new law prevents 
discrimination against athletes.”

SAC dumped San Diego 
Mesa, 26-14, last week for its 
first conference win in three 
seasons. 

OCC, picked to win the 
South Coast Conference, has 
been unstoppable in five outings. 


~The Pirates downed Fullerton 


College, 36-17, last week and 
demolished Mesa, 50-7, in the 


opener. 
Leading the potent OCC 
offense is 5-9, 167-pound 


sophomore running back Tony 
Accomando. Accomando leads 
the conference in scoring with 
84 points and in rushing with 
618 net yards. ‘‘Player of the 
Year” in 1974, the Pirate 
tailback has rushed for 11 
touchdowns in league play. 

“Accomando is a very fine 
football player,’” SAC coach 
Dick Gorrie reveals. ‘‘He’s 
intelligent and has good feet.” 

Quarterback Dave White’s 
accurate passing arm adds to 
OCC’s strength. The Pirate 
signal-caller has fired for over 
800 yards and 13 TDs. 

OCC leads the conference in 
total rush offense, pass offense 
and total rush defense. SAC is 
third in total defense and rush 
defense and second in _ pass 
defense. 


Currently the coach expects 
three players to be on his squad 
during the upcoming season 
being involved in the ruling. 

Basketball coach Rowland 
Todd said, “Only time will tell 
about rescinding the old rule. 
Anything now is only 
supposition.’” The cage coach 
continued, “! can’t think of a 
basketball coach that would 
actively recruit an athlete from 
another school.” 

Football coach Dick Gorrie 
commented, “If a guy takes his 
12 units you know he’s sincere, 
if not where will he be next 
semester? I’m, not totally for 
the old traditional structure, but 
you still have rules and standards 
to abide by. We didn’t lose any 
athletes by the new ruling, but

Don quarterback Dan Troup 
fired two first half TD passes to 
tight end Peter Gordon en route 
to SAC’s victory over Mesa last 
week. 

The win was Gorrie’s first in 
his last 11 conference games. 
SAC’s 26 points are more than 
half of last year’s league total. 

“It's nice to win, but it 
would have given us a better 
felling if we had played better,”’ 
Gorrie said after the game. ‘The 
team only played about 30 
minutes of good football. We 
didn’t play with intensity!’ 

The Don defense held the 
Olympians to three yards net 
rushing but gave up two Gary 
Valenzuela TD passes, the first a 
94-yard bomb to Peter Taylor.
